MINUTES of the Proceedings connected with the Order granting £.500 towards 
an Approach to the Roman Catholic Chapel, Lower Exchange-Street ; and 
also with the Resolution rescinding said Grant: 1812, 1813. 



A T a Meeting of the Commissioners appointed by Act of Parliament for 
making Wide and convenient Streets, in the city of Dublin ; Board Room, 
Royal Exchange, Wednesday 22d July 1812, present, Seven Commissioners; 
Roman Catholic Chapel, Smock-Alley ; — The following Memorial was presented, 
and read. 

To the Right Honourable and Honourable the Commissioners for making 
Wide and convenient Streets in the City of Dublin ; 

The Memorial of the undersigned, being the Trustees for building a Roman 
Catholic Chapel on the site of the old Theatre, Smock- Alley, —humbly Sheweth, 
That your Memorialists at very considerable expense, and under great difficulties 
arising out of the circumstances of the times, have undertaken to erect a house of 
Public Worship where the old Theatre in Smock-Alley lately stood, which they 
intend to embellish and finish in a style suitable to the present taste for improving 
the city of Dublin : 

That a certain portion of ground on Essex-Quay, opposite to the north end of 
said building, whereon the Crane and Merchants Stores formerly stood, now lies 
waste and unoccupied, and, as Memorialists are informed, very little interest re- 
mains at present therein, save that of the ground landlord ; which ground, if 
opened into a public passage, would greatly accommodate that part of the neigh- 
bourhood, and particularly those resorting to said Chapel ; and would also add to 
the improvement of that quarter, by exposing to view the north front of said 
Chapel, which Memorialists expect they will be able to finish in a style of superior 
elegance: 

Memorialists beg leave particularly to represent, that if it shall be the deter- 
mination of the Commissioners of Wide Streets at any future period to open the 
whole or any part of Essex-Quay, the present is the most favourable opportunity 
of purchasing the ground above mentioned, the same being unoccupied by any 
kind of building : 

Your Memorialists therefore beg leave most respectfully to submit the above 
statement to your serious consideration, relying that your Honours will co- 
operate with them in their views of improving and ornamenting that part of the 
city :

Mr. I)’01i<?r presented the following Report of the Committee appointed at last 
meeting to view the Passage or Open required from Essex-Quay to the new 
Roman Catholic Chapel now building in Smock- Alley, and to report at next meet- 
ing their opinion of the expediency or necessity of same. 

The Committee appointed to view the ground opposite the new Chapel on the 
back of the Blind-Quay, and to report their opinion upon the propriety of opening 
a passage to Essex-Quay through grounds now unoccupied between the Chapel and 
River, are of opinion, that the communication to the Chapel from Essex-Quay 
would be a very great public convenience if it can be accomplished ; and are further 
of opinion, that under the pecuniary circumstances of this Board it would be 
advisable to recommend to the gentlemen who are Trustees for building the Chapel, 
to undertake the perfecting the Opening proposed, and to be of a breadth not

The Trustees for building a Roman Catholic Chapel in Smock- Alley have the 
honour of receiving copies of the Minutes of Resolutions passed the 26th ultimo 
and 2d instant, by the Honourable the Commissioners for making Wide and con- 
venient Streets, &c. They sincerely lament their total inability of co-operating in 
the plan so kindly proposed by the Commissioners, of opening a public Passage to 
the intended Chapel ; the only fund they have for prosecuting the building itself, 
arising solely from public benevolence, is so inadequate to the weekly expendi- 
ture, that they are at present indebted to the Treasurer. They humbly presume 
to refer the case again to the Commissioners, confident it will merit their con- 
sideration ; and they take the present opportunity of returning unfeigned thanks 
on behalf of themselves and their fellow- parishioners, for the condescending and 
polite attention with which their application has been received.

Roman Catholic Chapel, Smock- Alley ; — The following Memorial was 
received, and read. 

To the Right Honourable and Honourable the Commissioners for 
making Wide and convenient Streets in the city of Dublin. 

Gentlemen, — From the liberality manifested, and the kind attention paid by the 
Commissioners to the Memorial presented by us, as the Clergymen and Trustees 
for building the Roman Catholic Chapel in Smock- Alley, on the site of the old 
Theatre, we feel ourselves called upon to express our most grateful acknow- 
ledgments for the generous regard the Commissioners have evinced for the public 
convenience, by the offer made by them to our Committee ; an offer which we 
record with peculiar satisfaction ; and in this sentiment we are authorized to 
include those of the Catholic population of Saint Michael’s parish. 

We have taken an opportunity of consulting with the persons who have the 
management, and who feel most interested for the erection of the Chapel, and we 
have laid before them the liberal offer of the Commissioners of 500 1 . with such 
further assistance as shall be necessary, by exercising the powers vested in them, for 
opening a communication from Essex-Quay to the new Chapel. Great, however, as 
is the interest which the parish and the city in general feel for completing the 
Chapel, and opening a Passage to it from Essex-Quay ; and anxious as they and 
the public are for exposing to view what must be considered hereafter a very 
great public ornament to that part of the city (from the embellished and finished 
style of the building) and which appears to have been an object with the Legis- 
lature by an Act passed in 1 807 ; yet it is with pain we are obliged to observe 
that it is out of the pow'er of the Committee to make the proposed improvement 
with respect to the Passage, unless the Honourable Commissioners will have the 
goodness to follow up their public-spirited and liberal proposal, by exercising the 
powers vested in them. We humbly take the liberty of suggesting, that this can 
only be accomplished by the Commissioners calling upon a Jury to value the waste 
piece of ground which lies between Essex-Quay and the Chapel, as there are 
three separate lots, one of which being the property of a minor, would render 
every endeavour on the part of the Committee, if even they had the means, 
unsuccessful. 

The Parish Priest, Clergymen and Committee would take the further liberty of 
observing to the Honourable Commissioners, that if they would be pleased to call 
a Jury, and will cause to be valued said waste ground (which is now totally 
unproductive, and a very offensive public nuisance) they will open thereon a 
handsome public Passage of at least fifty-five feet in breadth, and will pay any 
sum to which the Commissioners may be liable beyond the 500/. 

We anxiously solicit the indulgence of the Honourable Commissioners in thus 
occupying so much of their public time ; but we have been emboldened to do so, 
by the liberality we have experienced, and by a wish to convince them that it is 
from the want of funds alone that the Committee are compelled to make any 
additional appeal to the public-spirited feelings which gave rise to the interest 
already taken on this subject by the Commissioners. 

We beg leave to state finally, that we have already met a demand of 6,000/. 
for the fine of the ground, and for building, roofing and vaulting the Chapel ; that 
we have to provide for the current weekly expenditure ; and that before the 
building w ill be completed, 3,000/. or 4,000/. more must be advanced. 

The Parish Priest, Clergymen and Committee therefore most humbly and 
respectfully throw themselves upon the generous consideration of the Ri<xht 
honourable and Honourable the Commissioners, feeling a confident conviction that 
every aid will be afforded them within the power of the Board ; and have the
